A fun house at an amusement park. 
A haunted castle on a lonely moor. 
The Guggenheim Museum. 
The Smithsonian Institution. 
It has been likened, with justification, to all 
these and many more. 
Mercer Museum of Doylestown, one of Bucks 
County’s historical treasure houses, really defies 
description in both appearance and content. 
The beauty and main attraction of the place is 
that it has something for everyone. 
Kids love it and school tours are frequent. 
A Heritage 


Tourists enjoy it and its popularity is sure to 
grow. 


Yet it is basically a heritage, particularly to 
Bucks County residents. 
Located at Pine and Ashland Streets, the odd 
structure, situated on seven acres, is the deposi­ 
tory of one of the world’s finest coiJections of early 
hand tools and Colonial Americana. 
The five-story Museum, built of concrete, was 
planned to make the greatest possible use of space. 
And this it does with such amazing efficiency that 
even Ihe people in charge wonder at the profusion 
of objects crammed into every available inch. 


33 Rooms 


In the Museum arc 33 rooms, 36 alcoves and 
the central court surrounded by three galleries, 
plus a roof gallery. 


Ihe walls and ceiling are festooned with such 
diverse items as Indian dugout canoes, fire fight­ 
ing equipment, cradles, early-American tavern ad­ 
vertising signs, furniture and weapons. There are 
about 30,000 objects on display in the building 
owned and operated by the Bucks County Histori­ 
cal Society. 
Ihe man responsible for its construction was 
as fascinating as the building. 


Dr. Henry Chapman Mercer of Doylestown, al­ 
ways knew what he wanted, but a lot of people 
thought he was eccentric at the least. 
A life-long bachelor, he was a founding mem­ 
ber of the Bucks County Historical Society. A 
friend described him as a man ‘‘who spent most 
of his 73 years in a personal feud with the Indus­ 
trial Revolution and the machine age.” 


Started Building 
He was a professor and curator of archeology 
al the University of Pennsylvania, a practicing 
archeologist, a craftsman in tile, an industrialist, 
an author and a gold medal winning architect. 
He was also independently wealthy and not 
particularly beholden to public opinion. 
When he began building the museum in 1913,

Nation Faces

CHICAGO (U P I'-T h e nation’s 
railroads, freed of a restraining 
injunction, announced today they 
will put anti-featherbedding work 
rules changes into effect April 8. 
It could touch off a nationwide 
rail strike.
